R. H. USHER KILLED IN AN 
AEROPLANE ACCIDENT. 


The Air Ministry announce that D H 42 aero- 
plane, commonly known as the '' Dormouse,” at- 
tached to No. 41 Fighting Squadron, crashed at 
noon on Thursday at Northolt Aerodrome, and 
resulted in the death of Flight-Lieutenant R. H. C. 
Usher. Lieutenant Usher had transferred to the 
Royal Flying Corps from the Third Battalion Wilt- 
shire Regiment in 1916. 

Flight-Lieutenant R. H. C. Usher was (says 
The Times) a very finely-equipped forward, and, had 
he lived—he was only about 24 years of age—would 
probably have gained an international cap. 
Curiously enough, he knew nothing of the Rugby 
game until after he left school, but as he was tall, 
a fast runner, and weighed about 14st.. he was 
well equipped physically for a place in the scrum- 
mage. So rapidly did he develop as a Rugby 
player that, in 1920, he was selected to play fo: 
the Royal Air Force against the Royal Navy and 
The Army, and cach recurring season had found 
him a prominent member of the pack. Last 
winter, in fact, he had established such a reputa- 
tion that he became the natura) successor to . 
W. Wakefield when that great player left the Ser- 
vice. 

Lieutenant Usher was a skilful “' 
in the line-out, and a fine tackle, Two years agu: 
he frequently assisted London Scottish, but since 
that time. when the Air Force did not require his 
services, he had been identified with the Leicester 
elub. He was a distant cousin of Captain C. M. 
Usher, the well-known Scottish international for- 
ward.

FREE STATE’S INSISTENCE. 


All the correspondence which has passed 
between His Majesty’s Government and the 
Government of the Irish Free State since 
July, 19235, relative to Afticle 12 of the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty is contained in a White 
Paper which was issued in London and in 
Dublin yesterday. 

first. letter, dated 19th July, 1923, 

from the Governor-General of the Free 
State to the Duke of Devonshire (Secretary 
of State for the Colonies), intimating that 
the Executive Council had appointed Dr. 
MeNeill to represent the Free State upon 
the Commission which was “to determine 
the boundaries between Northern Ireland 
and the rest of Ireland,” as provided in 

rticle 12. of the Treaty. There is an 
acknowledgment of this communication from 
the Duke of Devonshire a week later, and a 
subsequent letter (dated 22nd September) to 
the Governor-General, conveyirg! an invita- 
tion to President Cosgrave and two or three 
of his colleagues to attend a conference in 
London. The Free State Government’s ac- 
ceptance of the invitation was notified to 
the British Government on the 8th of Octo 
ber, 1923. 

CONFERENCE DELAYED. 

The sitting of the conference was delayed 
by the dissolution of the British. Parliament, 
and the subsequent general election in Great 
sritain and Northern Ireland. When the 
present British Government assumed office 
the invitation to a conference was renewed 
in a letter from Mr. J. H. Thomas (Colonial 
Secretary) to the Governor-General of the 
Free State on the 24th of January, 1924. 

he conference met on the Ist of Febru- 
ary, and adjournéd on the following day 
for a period not exceeding 28 days. On 

e 16th of February—that is, 15 days after 
the conference had adjourned—the Governor- 
General communicated to Mr. Thomas the 
desire of the Free State Executive Council 
that the conference should be resumed, if 
possible, within a week. In reply (on the 
4th of March, 1924), the Colonial Secretary 
informed the Governor-General of the illness 
of Sir James Craig, and pointed out that 
the Northern Premier’s indisposition was of 
such a nature “ as almost oertainly to pre- 
clude his early attendance at a further meet- 
ing of the conference.” For the confidential 
information of the Free State Cabinet, the 
Colonial Secretary, in the same communica- 
tion, enclosed a copy of a despatch forwarded 
to the Governor of Northern Ireland. 
In that despatch the Governor of Northern 
Jreland was informed of President Cosgrave’s 
desire for an early resumption of the Con- 
ference, and was asked if it would suit the 
convenience of the Northern Cabinet to 
attend a Conference on the 14th of March. 


NORTHERN IRELAND’S REPLY. 

On the 11th of March the Colonial Secre- 
tary telegraphed to the Governor-General 
of the Free State the principal extracts of 
the reply received from Northern Ireland. 
In his reply the Governor of Northern Ire- 
land stated :— 

'Í1 am to point out that the questions 
being dealt with at the Conference have been 
awaiting a decision for over two years, and 
that it is not unreasonable, in the circum- 
stances, to ask for a further delay of a few 
It is felt that the matters with which 
the Conference is dealing are of such import- 
ance that it is essential that the Prime 
Minister of Northern Ireland should himself 
take part in the decision to be arrived at, 
and that his absence from the Conference 
would not only be lable to grave misconstruc- 
tion an Northern Ireland, but might possibly 
prejudice the successful enactment of any 
decisions which might be come to. 

‘In these circumstances this (overnment 
ask to be excused, nominating any repre- 
sentative to attend the Conference until thé 
return of the Prime Minister of Northern 
Ireland, but they will be glad to continue 
the meetings as soon as possible after he 
comes back from the Mediterranean. 

‘““T am to suggest, therefore, that the 24th 
April, which would owly entail postponement 
of five weeks, would be a convenient date for 


the next meeting.” 


GOVERNOR-GENERAL’S “OO GST. 

Acknowledging the receipt of the ( Jomal 
Secretary’s telégram, the Governor-General 
of the Free State wrote to Mr. "-homas on 
the 15th March, pointing out (in reply to the 
suggestion from Northern Ireland thet there 
should be a further delay of a few weeks) ; 
that the provisions of Article 12 of the 
Treaty did not become operative until the 
6th of December, 1922, and that the Free 
State Government had had its energies en- 
gaged from that date in setting up the 
machinery of government and suppressing 
disorder and armed violence. The delay 
which had since intervened had been agreed 
to by the Free State Government at the 
request of His Majesty’s Government, in the 
hope that a settlement would be. arrived at 
which would ‘‘ bring a cordial and harmonious 
reunion of the people of Ireland.” Having 
referred to certain administrative changes 
which had taken place in Northern lieland, 
the result of which would be that the 
Nationalist population in large areas adjacent 
to the boundary would be virtually dis- 
franchised, the Governor-General added :— 

“In the circumstances my Ministers feel 
that the effect of further postponement would 
he to deprive of the benefits of the Treaty 
those persons whose interests Clause 12, with- 
out which the Treaty would never have been 
accepted, was specially designed to protect, 
and they ask, therefore, that His Majesty's 
Government will take the necessary steps to 
complete the constitution of the Boundary 
Commission without further delay. 

“My Ministers wish me to make it clear 
that this request is not to be regarded as 
closing the door to further amicable dis- 
cussion between the Governments concerned, 
They have at all times shown themselves, 
and will continue to show themselves even 
during the sittings of the Boundary Com- 
mission, willing to give the most careful 
consideration to any representation from His 
Majesty’s Government, or the Government of 
Northern Ireland, which would appear to 
offer any hope of a genuine settlement on the 
basis of the reunion of Ireland.”’ 

In a reply, dated the Ist April, 1924, Mr. 
J. gi Se said :'— a eben 

‘I note, from paragraph 8 of your des ? 
that your Ministers express their Ea to 
resume discussions with the Government of 
Northern Ireland, a decision which I core

dially welcome. I am satisfied, however, that 
the appointment, of the Beundary Commission 
in the meanwhile would seriously prejudice 


Ministers not to ask His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment to call upon the Government of Northern 
Ireland to appoint their Commissioner until 
the representatives of the two Governments 
have had time to resume their conversations. 
Had the Conference not been postponed by 
the serious illness of Sir James Craig, the in- 
disposition of President Cosgrave would, I 
fear, have made some further delay inevitable, 
I need scarcely assure your Ministers that, 


would have urged the Government of Northern 
Ireland to agree to a postponement with the 
same earnestness that I have ventured to 
use in making this request to your Ministers.”’ 


“ PRESSINGLY URGENT.” 
Acknowledging receipt of that communica- 
tion, the Governor-General in the course. of 
his reply wrote :— 

‘“ With regard to the suggestion in para- 
graph ó of your despatch, my Ministers de- 
sire me to say that this important matter 
has, in their opinion, now become so press- 
ingly urgent that they could not take the 
responsibility of permitting the indisposition 
of any of their representatives to cause any 
further delay. Had the President or any 
other member been unable to attend the Con- 
ference in perscn, his place would have been 
taken by a representative appointed for that 
purpose, 

‘“ While my Ministers are anxious to con- 
sult the convenience both of His Majesty’s 
Government and of the Government of 
Northern lIreland,. they cannot, for 
the reasons stated in my despatch 
of the 15th ultimo, agree to the continued 
On gig ye of the settlement of this pro- 
lem, and they consider that the personnel 
of the Boundary Commission should be com- 
pleted not later than the Ist May next. 

“In the meantime, however, since Sir James 
Craig is due to return from his voyage on the 
24th instant, they would be prepared, in the 
spirit referred to in paragraph 8 of my de- 
spatch mentioned above, to send. representa- 
tives to confer with representatives of His 
Majesty’s Government and of the Government 
of Northern Ireland on the following day, 
these that they are assured, on behalf of 
lis Majesty’s Government, that if the re- 
sumed Conference does not result in, or give 
promise of, a more satisfactory solution of 
the Boundary question than that provided for 
in Article 12 of the Treaty, steps will be taken 
by His Majesty’s Government to complete the 
constitution of the Boundary Commission not 
later than the 1st proximo.”’ 

In an answering despatch on the 10th of 
April, the Colonial Secretary suggested the 
28th of April for a further conference, and 
concluded his reply as follows :— 

"“ His Majesty’s Government trusts that ail 

the Ministers concerned will be prepared to 
devote the whole week, if necessary, to the 
work of the Conference. . 
. “With reference to the assurance asked for 
in paragraph 4 of His Excellency’s despatch, 
His Majesty’s Government are prepared on 
any day upon which your Ministers may in- 
timate that in their view the Conference has 
finally failed to exercise al] the powers vested 
in them by Article 12 of the Treaty to con- 
stitute the Boundary Commission.” 


FAILURE TO AGREE, 


The. Northern Premier having returned 
earlier than was anticipated, the date of the 
Conference was altered to the 24th of April. 
The Conference met upon that date, and on 
its termination’ an official statement was 
issued, in which it was said :—‘‘ After a pro- 
longed discussion it was not found possible to 
reach agreement.” 

Commenting on the failure of the Con- 
ference to reach agreement, the Governor- 
yeneral of the Free State, in a communica- 
tion to the Colonial Secretary on the 26th 
April, stated :— 

“ My Ministers, therefore, request that His 

Majesty’s Government will take immediate 
steps for the completion of the constitution 
of the Boundary Commission.”’ 
In a reply dated the 28th of April, the 
Colonial Se™etary explained that immediate 
steps were being taken to select a suitable 
person for appointment as Chairman of the 
Commission, and he added that the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland was being formally 
requested to appoint its representative. 


THE JUDICIAL COMMITTEE. 


The following important communication was 
addressed by Mr. Thomas to the Governor- 
General of the Free State on the 23rd May :— 
“With reference to my despatch of the 
28th April, I have now the honour to enclose, 
for the information of Your Excellency’s 
Ministers, a copy of a despatch of the 29th 
April from the Secretary of State for Home 
Affairs to the Governor of Northern Ireland, 
together with the Duke of Abercorn’s reply 
of the 10th May. 

“As stated by the late Prime Minister in 
the House of Commons on the 2nd Angust, 
1923, statutory force having been given to the 
Treaty, His Majesty’s Government are bound 
by its terms. In my despatch to you, of the 
10th of April, I intimated to you that His 
Majesty’s present advisers share that view, 
and are therefore prepared to exercise all!

Th; Reichstag rejected the Nationalist 
motion of want of confidence in the Govern- 
ment by 239 votes to 194. A motion in 
support of the Government's declaration that 
the Experts’ report is a suitable basis for a 
speedy solution of the reparations question 
was subsequently adopted by the Reichstag 
by 247 votes to 183. 

In the course of his speech, Herr Streseman, 
the Foreign Minister after replying vigorously 
to the attacks of the Right parties against 
the policy of the Government regarding the 
Experts’ report, referred to the M.1.C,U.M. 
agreements, which would lapse on June 16. 
He declared that, accordi.g to the opinion 
of the Spanish Westphalian industrialists, any 
extension of the M.L.C.U.M. agreements could 
oi come into question if the Experts’ re- 
port were accepted, and even then for a very 
short period. 

The Minister said that the Experts had ap- 
proached their task with a clearly defined 
objective in view, and had not allowed them- 
selves to be actuated by political motives. 
As a result of the estimate of Germany’s 
capacity by the Experts, the last moral basis 
for the occupation of the Ruhr territory had 
collapsed. : 

Herr Stresseman described the raising of 
the Ruhr occupation as the most important 
question, adding that public opinion saw in 
the experts’ report, which had been prepared 
under the authoritative influence of the 
United States, “the economic bible of the 
present.” He who opposed the experts’ re- 
port must reckon with the fact that ‘‘ the 
greatest Power’’ would then be ranged 
against Germany. 

The military evacuation of the occupied 
territory, he added, was a question of prestige. 
A definite final time limit of the military 
occupation must be fixed by making it, for 
instance, dependent on the execution of defi- 
nite laws, or of definite performances, All 
the energies of the Government were being 
directed towards securing the abolition of the 
military occupation. At the same time, every 
endeavour would be made to settle this ques- 
tion with the acceptance of the experts’ 
report. 

inally, Herr Stresseman declared that 
the scepticism which had been expressed on 
different sides regarding the attitude of the 
Entente towards Germany was justified. ‘‘ We 
. must emphasise abroad that this scepticism 
which is spread throughout the whole people 
is fully justified in view of the policy hitherto 
adopted by the Hntente towards Germany. 
The Germany people have too often been de- 
ceived.’’—(Reuter. )

MEN’S STRIKE. 


COLLECTIVE BARGAINING 
PRINCIPLE AT STAKE, 


In a statement issued last night, Sir Felix 
Pole, General Manager of the Great Western 
Railway, sets forth his company’s attitude 
towards the shopmen’s strike, which, as in 
the case of the London Electric Railways, 
followed demands accompanied by a threat of 
withdrawal of labour from the unofficial 
committee. 

He says that he explained to the Great 
Western employé who forwarded the demands 
why the company could not recognise any 
sectional movement, but to avoid giving any 
impression that the Great Western men had 
been refused ‘a hearing by the company’s 
officers he had an informal] talk with the man. 
He told him that the company had not sought 
national negotiations, but had been drawn 
into them by the desire of the union and the 
trend of events. If the Great Western men 
now desired to revert to company negotia- 
tions it was for them to let their wishes. be 
known, but the company would certainly not 
be prepared to meet an unofficial committee, 
whose members included the staff of an 
Electricity Company with whom they had no 
association, and which was not even a party 
to the award in question. 

In conclusion, Sir Felix suggests to the 
company's staff that it is the clear duty of 
the strikers to resume work forthwith, and 
of those at work to use their influence to this 
end. For many years the Great Western 
Railway did not recognise trade unions. The 
directors decided to recognise the unions 
because they believed that it was the general 
desire of the men that they should do so,

MANAGERS’ JOINT REPLY. 


A statement officially issued yesterday 
afternoon at 35 Parliament street, London, 
contains the following :— 

“The demand of the Associated Society of 
Locomotive Engineers and Firemen for the 
withdrawal of the classification of locomotive 
drivers and the re-establishment for engine- 
men of the guaranteed day for Sunday, has 
been considered by the railway managers to- 
day. In reply to the society, they have 
drawn attention to the fact that both these 
subjects were fully considered by the National 
Wages Board at, which the society was repre- 
sented, and that the arrangement which it is 
now desired to alter forms part of the 
unanimous decision of that Board; also, that 
the agreement signed by representatives of 
the society and the railway managers at the 
settlement of the enginemen’s strike in 
January last involved the full acceptance of 
the two points in the Board’s decision, which 
the society now desires to cancel. 

“It may be mentioned that several meet- 
ings have been held at which various matters 
arising from the decision of the strike settle- 
ment have been fully considered, and that 
concesions have been made by the companies 
to ameliorate certain hard cases, particularly 
in regard to giving the shunting drivers the 
benefit of the full calendar period from the 
date of obtaining the rate of fourteen shillings 
a day, instead of requiring them, in order to 
qualify for the rate of fifteen shillings a day, 
to work the full thirteen turns of main line 
duty from the date of the coming into 
operation of the decision. 

“In thess circumstances, the managers 
cannot see that any useful purpose would 
be served by a further meeting with the 
Society again to discuss the matter, although 
they have always been willing to consider 
any fresh point in regard to these particular 
matters which it was desired to bring for- 
ward,” 


STRIKE MAY BE MADE OFFICIAL, 


It was announced last night that ‘‘ the 
question of making the strike official, so far 
as the National Unions are concerned, is 
purely a formality. It simply awaits con- 
firmation by the respective national execu- 
tives.”

VISIT OF MINISTER OF 
PENSIONS, 


SPECIAL INTERVIEW.

The British Minister of Pensions, Mr. F. 0. 
Roberts, M.P., who arrived at Kingstown by 
the mail boat last night, is the first British 
Minister to visit the Free State. Mr. Roberts, 
who is the guest, during his visit to Dublin, 
of Sir Henry McLaughlin, M.B.E., at 
Riversdale, Monkstown, has come to Ireland 
on the business of his Ministry, which, in 
fact, though under conditions which avoid 
infringement on the authority of the Free 
State Government, has extensive operations 
in the twenty-six counties. The annual dis- 
bursement of pensions and allowances to 
some thirty thousand: ex-members of the 
British Naval, Military, and Air Forces 
resident in the Free State is about a quarter 
of a million pounds. 

No other Minister of Pensions has visited 
Ireland as such. Mr. Jan Macpherson be- 
came Minister of Pensions after being Chief 
Secretary for Ireland. Mr. Roberts, who is 
the member for West Bromwich in the British 
House of Commons, has been for many years 
a prominent member of the Labour Party. 
As an official of the Typographical Associa- 
tion, he represented the trade union element 
in the party. 

The Minister of Pensions is Chairman of the 
War Pensions Council, which, in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, is a statutory 
body with extensive advisory powers. Sub- 
sidiary to the Central Advisory Council are 
the War Pensions Conimittees, which also 
have a statutory existence. The same statn- 
tory character cannot, of course, extend to 
any bodies in the Free State, but in the 
five pensions areas in the Free State—areas 
having their chief offices in Dublin, Cork, 
Waterford, Limerick, and Mullingar—there 
are Advisory Committees of voluntary 
workers. As regards administrative detail, 
the Ministry is represented in the Free State 
by an Agent, and there is a medical organisa- 
tion under a Commission of Medical Services. 

OBJECT OF THE VISIT. 

To an Irish Times representative last 
night the Minister gave details of his pro- 
gramme for the visit, and stated his purpose 
in making it. ‘ Generally,”’ he said, ““ the 
visit is being paid in order that I may bring 
myself into close personal contact, so far as 
may be possible, with the ex-Servicemen 
here, and particularly with those who are 
continuing the work on behalf of the Ministry 
in Ireland. Recognising that there are many 
difficulties still associated with pensions 
administration, I feel that the best way of 
endeavouring to remove them is to make a 
closer acquaintance with the conditions as 
they exist here. ; i 

‘For this purpose, there are included in 
the programme visits to the various hospitals 
and institutions in which disabled ex-Service- 
men receive treatment; visits to the adminis- 
trative offices in the districts, and also a 
series of meetings and social functions. 

The Minister attaches importance to his 
meeting with ex-Service men this afternoon 
at the Mansion House, and also to his meet- 
ings in Dublin, Cork, and Waterford, with 
members of the voluntary bodies which have 
carried on the advisory functions of the 
former stautory committees. 

““The work of these bodies,” he said, “isa 
standing example of the good-will of the 
hundreds of voluntary workers who have de- 
voted themselves in these past years to assist- 
ing the welfare of disabled ex-Servicemen in 
Ireland. On this visit I wish to give material 
recognition to these voluntary organisations, 
and to express my personal appreciation of 
their invaluable services.” Stating that he 
would also meet in conference the Executive 
of the Legion of Irish Ex-Service Men, the 
Minister added :—‘‘I am glad to have the op- 
portunity of being brought into this closer 
personal touch with the representative 
citizens who are doing much excellent volun- 
tary work, and with the representaives of the 
Legion. I am hoping at the conference with 
the Legion Executive to deal with various 
problems which have arisen in connection 
with pensions adminstration.” 

The Minister will discuss with the 
Advisory Committees the desirability of form- 
ing a Central Advisory Council for the whole 
of the Free State. If such a body were 
formed, he thinks that he could appoint from 
it a delegate to be a members of the Central 
Advisory Council in London. 

He stated that the Advisory Committees in 
in the Free Stae were dealing with 120,000 
cases a year—applications of one kind or 
another from disabled men—and that, of 
these, some 45,000 a year were cases for the 
grant of medical treatment. These organisa- 
tions do not handle the rowtine payment of 
weekly pension allowances, which are paid, by 
arrangement with the Free State Govern- 
ment, weekly, over the counter, at the local 
post offices. 

MR. ROBERTS’S PROGRAMME. 

This morning Mr. Roberts will inspect the 
Ministry of Pensions Hospital at Blackrock. 
At 4 o'clock he will attend the Mansion 
House meeting of ex-Service-men. To-morrow 
he will attend a parade of ex-Service men at 
Killester. 

Next Monday morning he will inspect 
Leopardstown Park Hospital; and in the 
afternoon will be present at a garden party 
at Sir Henry McLaughlin’s residence 

On Tuesday he goes to Waterford, and on 
Wednesday to Cork. He will meet voluntary 
workers in Dublin at a conference on his re- 
turn on Thursday afternoon, and on Friday 
he goes to Belfast.

From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Friday. 
Before the Commons rose for the Whitsun 
holidays this afternoon there was the usual 


adjournment discussion on a variety of topics, 


but the really only interesting subject was 
that of the Lausanne Treaty, which afforded 
Mr. Lloyd George an opportunity of deliver- 
ing his mind—and that in no complimentary 
terms—in regard to the foreign baile of the 
late Government and the inherent wiliness of 
the Turk, who, he said, as the result of 
maladroit diplomacy, was giving himeelf all 
the air of a victor. 

Lhe debate was opened by Sir Edward 
Grigg, whose main point was that the failure 
tu invite the Dominion Governments to take 

art in the Lausanne discussions was likely to 

attended with the most unfortunate re- 
sults. A new and undesirable precedent has 
been set. No one could contend that the 
Treaty had been signed by the Empire as a 
whole, and he invited the House to express its 
disapproval when the Treaty came up for 
ratification. 

Mr. Ronald McNeill, who, as Foreign Secre- 
tary in the last Administration, came under 
the lash of Mr. Lloyd George s henchmen, dis- 
claimed the idea that any apology was called 
for either on his own part or that of Lord 
Curzon, There had been no departurg@drom 
precedent, he said, and he had yet to learn 
that Canada felt aggrieved at not having been 
invited to participate in the signatories. 


THE ATTACK, 


Mr. Lloyd George said that the subject of 
discussion vitally affected the whole constitu- 
tion of the Empire and the relations of Britain 
and the Dominions. Mr. McNeill had de- 
fended the course taken. He would be sur- 
prised if that was the view of the Conserva- 
tive Party. Mr. McNeill’s defence aggra- 
vated the whole position. The telegram sent 
to the Dominions on behalf of the British 
jovernment ran—‘‘ According to arrange- 
ments agreed upon with the French and 
Italian Governments each Government will be 
represented at Lausanne by two plenipoten- 
tiaries.”” i 

That was not asking the opinion of Canada 
and the other Dominions. It was simply 
a notification that an arrangement had been 
arrived at that they should not be there. 

Mr. McNeill (interposing) said that he 
understood that the agreement was arrived 
at when Mr. Lloyd George was Prime 
Minister. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Lloyd George said that he was certainly 
never informed that that was the intention of 
the Foreign Office. He had always proceeded 
on the opposite assumption. There was 
nothing in the nature of an invitation given 
to the Dominions, who were simply notified 
that the Government had decided to do some- 
thing. That was subversive of the whole 
process by which the unity of the Empire 
had been advanced during the war and since. 

Mr. Lloyd George went on to criticise the 
Treaty of Lausanne, which, he said, was a 
complete departure from the Treaty of Sevres 
in regard to the surrender of South-Eastern 
Anatolia, the arrangement concerning the 
Straits and capitulations. The situation in 
the Near East was full of possibilities ot 
trouble.. Russia’s aspirations were not at 
an end, and Italy was not satisfied to see large 
populations that were once prosperous under 
her flag languishing under the Turks. The 
Turk always could be relied ugon to make 
trouble, and at present, owing to the Treaty 
of Lausanne, was strutting about with the 
airs of a victor. Trouble was inevitable; yet 
a Treaty had been signed under conditions 
in which the Dominions could say that they 
were not consulted. 

He asked whether the Government pro- 
posed to follow the precedent oe by the 
late Government in this mattef; whether, 
when the Prime Minister went to a conference 
to deal with the question of reparations, he 
would first consult the Dominions and ascer- 
tain their views with regard to the eettle- 
ment, in which they had a direct pecuniary 
interest, or whether he would consider it 
sufficient to send a telegram, saying that he 
and somebody else would represent the British 
Empire. 

It was vital in the interests of humanity 
that every step should be taken to knit the 
Empire together by consultation and common 
action—(a Labour Member—‘‘ Diehard *’)— 
and it would be a sad thing for the Empire if 
that doctrine was confined to one party. It 
was essential in the interests of humanity 
that the whole nation should adopt it. 


AN INVITATION. 


Mr. A. Chamberlain said that he had not 
intended to intervene in the debate, and he 
would only do so for a moment. He invited 
the right hon. gentleman to recall the senti- 
ments to which he had just given utterance 
when the House came to divide on the im- 
perial Preference resolution. (Opposition 
cheers.) 

Mr. Ormsby Gore said that he wondered 
what good Mr. Lloyd George thought he had 
done by raising the question that day either 
towards bringing about peace with Turkey 
or the ratification of the sewed or the unity 
of the Empire. There were phrases in his 
speech of a most mischievous and disastrous 
nature. 

The Prime Minister said that he ventured 
to prophesy that when all these matters were 
looked into it would be found that the 
Lausanne Conference was not the first chapter 
of the story. There were preliminary chapters 
which must be understood, and in those Mr. 
Lloyd George would be found to have played 
a little more prominent part than he had con- 
fessed that day. That was all the contribu- 
tion he made to the controversy. His real 
interest was to see how far it was going to 
help him, and he was sorry to say it looked 
as though it would hinder him. 

He had no grievance with Canada. There 
seemed to have been a lack of clear definite 
statement. If it had been known right away 
from the beginning that the Dominions really 
objected to what was proposed it would have 
given the Government of the day an oppor- 
tunity of reconsidering its decision. 


FREE STATE’S ATTITUDE, 


He was glad to say that Canada agreed and 
acquiesced in the ratification of the Treaty. 
There was still the Irish Free State. He had 
been engaged in trying to clear away the 
difficulties, and he hoped the explanations he 
had given would enable them to advise rati- 
fication. 

The important matter for him and the 
House was what was going to be the future 
procedure. He stood by the resolution on 
negotiations, signature, and ratifications of 
treaties which were found in page 13 of the 
last Imperial Conference. Those resolutions, 
so far as he was concerned, would always be 
put into operation. 

He thought the time had come when they 
had to consider, in view of present circum- 
stances, what machinery was required to be 
created for the conduct of a united Imperial 
policy, particularly in regard to foreign 
(Cheers.) At present Britain gave 
the Dominions pretty full information, and 
naturally the Dominions expressed their 
opinions. That brought him to the question: 
‘Ought I to respect those opinions and yield 
to them whén they come from three or four 
Dominions, even though they are against my 
own views? ”’ 

He hoped that without much delay, if they 
were going to engage in future negotiations 
that would commit either the honour or re- 
sources of the Empire, that those resolutions 
should be made the subject of very careful 
inquiry by constitutional representatives of 
the Dominions and Britain. It was essential, 
however, that he should have the power of 
rapid action. 


COST OF CUSTOMS BARRIER.

NEW JUDGES’ OATH. 


COU RT. 


THE RULES. OF

Four judges having been appointed to the 
Supreme Court and five to the High Court 
of Justice in the Irish Free State, under the 
Courts of Justice Act, if may be assumed 
that the Order bringing part one of the 
Act, relating to these Courts, into operation 
will be made without delay. The Trinity 
Law Sessions will open on Wednesday morn- 
ing next, when it 1s expected that the new 
judges will enter upon their officia! duties. 

fore they can do so, however, they must 

make the declaration prescribed in Section 99 
of the Act. 
The section states—‘‘ The declaration to be 
taken on appointment by every Judge of the 
Supreme Court, the High Court, and the Cir- 
cuit Court, and by every Justice of the Dis- 
trict Court, shall be as follows :— 

re do solemnly and sincerely, be- 
fore God, promise and ain that I will 
duly and faithfully, and to the best of my 
skill and power, execute the office of Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court (or President of 
the High Court, or Judge of the Supreme 
Court, or of the High Court or of the Cir- 
cuit Court, or Justice of the District Court, 
as the case may be) of Saorstat Eireann, with- 
out fear or favour, affection, or ill-will 
towards any man, and that I will uphold the 
Constitution of Saorstat Eireann as by law 
established. 

‘* Such declaration shal! be made and sub- 
scribed by the Chief Justice in the presence 
of the Governor-General, and by each of the 
other Judges and Justices aforesaid, in the 
presence of the Chief Justice, in open Court. 

“ Any Judge or Justice who declines or 
neglects to take the declaration aforesaid in 
the manner aforesaid shall be disqualified 
from entering on, and shall be deemed to 
have vacated, his office of Judge or Justice 
(as the case may be)” 

The Chief Justice yesterday made the 
ecessary declaration..in the presence of the 
Governor-General. It is understood that on 
Wednesday next the other judges will make 
the declaration in open Court. : 

RULES OF COURT. 

Rules of Court will have to be made, and 
this will require a good deal of time. The 
opinion is held in legal circles that these rules 
will not be ready before the commencement of 
the Michaelmas sittings on the 25th of Octo- 
ber next. The rules will deal, among other 
matters, with pleading, practice and proce- 
dure generally, the sending out of Commis- 
sioners of the High Court Circuit, the sittings 
of the Central Criminal Court, the-use of the 
national language in the Courts, the mode of 
address to be adopted to the judges, the 
robes and official dress to be worn by the 
Bench and the Bar, the commencement and 
duration of the sittings and the vacations. 
The rules must also be approved by both 
Houses of the Oireachtas. 

Section 56 provides that such Rules of 
Court shall be made, or annulled, or altered 
only with the concurrence of a majority of 
a committee consisting of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court and the High Court, the Pre- 
sident of the Incorporated Law Society of 
Ireland, and two practising barristers of the 
senior and junior Bar, respectively, to be 
selected by the Council of the Bar of Ireland. 

On in my yesterday, a representative of 
the Iris imes was informed that the 
Council of the Bar of Ireland had not yet 
intimated their selection of the two bar- 
risters. 

The existing Rules of Court will, it is 
understood, serve until the new rules have 
been made, and the present officers of the 
Courts shall, according to the Act, continue 
to hold «uflice by the same tenure as hereto- 
fore, and to discharge the duties heretofore 
discharged by them, or duties analagous 
thereto. 


SUMMONING OF JURORS. 


It was learned yesterday that neither of 
the Dublin Sheriffs had received a precept 
for the summoning of special and common 
jurors for the trials of issues of fact at the 
forthcoming Trinity Sittings. Under the old 
régime, the jury sittings should open on the 
12th of this month. That is impossible now, 
so far as jury trials are concerned; but the 
new Chief Justice may, at any time, fix a 
date for the starting of trials by jury, and 
then, in due course, the Sheriffs will receive 
their precepts to summon the jurors. 


some time ago received precepts, signed by 
Mr. Justice Samuels, for summoning jurors 
to attend at the Commission on the 12th of 
this month, and the summonses already 
have been issued and served upon the jurors. 


RECORDER ADJOURNS HIS COURT 


At the Dublin City Sessions yesterday 
morning, the Right Hon: the Recorder, who 
has been promoted to a Judgeship in the 
High Court, appeared on the Bench without 
his robes.

THE INTERNEES. 


FURNISHED CELLS AND 
BATMEN. 


The Minister for Justice has issued regula- 
tions under the Public Safety Act concerning 
the treatment of political prisoners who are 
to be detained in prisons instead of intern- 
ment camps 

The regulations provide that interned per- 
sons shall be kept apart from, and out of 
view of, convicted prisoners. On payment 
of a smal] sum the internee can have a 
specially fitted room or cell, into which he 
can bring his cwn furniture, and on payment 
of a sum fixed by the Prisons Board he can 
have a batman appointed by the Governor. 
He can, at his own expense, procure food and 
other necessaries from outside, subject to 
examination, but intoxicating liquor will not 
be allowed. He shall not be. permitted to 
smoke except he can be isolated from the 
other prisoners. 

The interned person can have at his own 
expense the attendance of his usual medical 
man, and can get in books and newspapers. 
He can have light in his cell until the final 
locking up hour A visit by one person for a 

uarter of an hour on any week day will be 
allowed. 

Three responsible persons are to be 
appointed by the Minister for Just':e to visit 
each prison wherein inierned persons are 
detained and hear complaints.

GOVERNMENT SHARPLY 
OCRITICISED, 


The recently passed Education Act of the 
Northern Government was subjected to severe 
criticism at the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in Belfast yesterday. A 
strong demand was put. forward for the 
amendment oi the Act, particularly in regard 
to religious instruction in the schools and the 
appointment of teachers, and Presbvterian 
managers were urged not to transfer their 
schools until an amending Act was passed. 


FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES ALTERED. 
_The Rev. Dr. Corkey, in moving the adop- 
tion of the report upon primary education, 
said that the Edu ation Act asked them to 
hand over the schools, which were built 
for combined secular and separate religious 
instruction, without any guarantee that reli- 
gious instruction would be given in the 
future, The National Board of Education 
had behind it the authority of the British 
Parliament, and one of the reasons that they 
in Ulster had for fichtineg Home 
that they might maintain the 
liberties they enjoved under the 
and that they might be able to safecuard the 
education of their children. ‘This Educational 
Act took away from the people of Ulster 
rights which they hitherto possessed. The 
Act altered three fundamenta! principles of 
education. It had taken from. the people of 
Ulster official sanction for religious instruction 
in day schools. It had taken away any 
safeguard that they had for the appoiitment 
of suitable teachers. Religious instruction 
was not an integral part of elementary educa- 
tion under the Act as it was under the 
National Board. The Nationa! Board had the 
right to inquire into the religious belief of 
the teacher and to appoint teachers of the 
same religious denomination as the parents of 
the children. This right was taken away 
under the Education Act. The Act had made 
the giving of religious instruction purely 
optional on the part of the teachers. Lord 
Londonderry would not even say that he ex- 
pected teachers to give this instruction. Why 
the Northern Government made such changes 
it was difficult to comprehend. (Hear. hear.) 

The religious education in their elementary 
schools was the one thing in Ireland in 
regard to which all parties were satisfied. 
They asked for nothing for their Protestant 
schools that they were not prepared to give 
to their Roman Catholic fellow-countrwmen. 
The representatives of the Protest int 
Churches in Ulster had many (conferences 
during the year, and after careful considera- 
tion they set forth their demand in a brief 
statement to the Government. Thev asked

So violent was the assault that the constable 
was knocked down, rendered unconscious, and 
had to be taken to Jervis street Hospital.

The refusal of the Northern Government to 
appoint a representative is contained in the 
following reply from the Governor of Northern 
Ireland to the Colonial Secretary, under date 
10th of May :— 

‘With further reference to your despatch 
dated the 29th of April, 1924, requesting that 
I should take the necessary steps with a view

STATEMENT BY PRESIDENT 
COSGRAVE. 

In Dail Eireann yesterday, Mr. Darrell 
Figgis asked President Cosgravs if he had any 
statement to make ag ús the announce- 
ment of the British Premier that certain 
matters relating to the Anglo-Irish Treaty 
were to be referred to the Judicial Commit- 

tee of the Privy Council. 

President Cosgrave-—The British Govern- 
ment are, I understand, seeking advice from 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
as to the steps which they must take to 
fulfil their obligations under Article 12 of the 
Treaty in the circumstances that have arisen. 
The questions which have been submitted 
lor advice appear to arise solely out of the 
relations between the British Legislature and 
its subordinate Parliament. The desire of 
the British Government to obtain such advice 
1s a matter solely concerning them, and does 
not appear to call for any statement from me. 
So far as we are concerned, we have made it 
perfectly clear that we are not parties to the 
request for advice. . 

Mr. Milroy asked if the Government” had 
made any remonstrance to the British Govern- 
ment on account of the delay which that pro- 
cedure would involve. 

President Cosgrave said that that did not 
arise, but if the deputy would put down a

FREE STATE NOT TO BE 
REPRESENTED. 


| By Ovr Poriticat Corresponpenrt. 

The Irish Free State will not have a re- 
presentative on the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council when it sits in order to 
resolve the legal and constitutional issues of 
hte boundary problem. Such was the in- 
formation elicited by inquiries at the Ministry 
of Justice of the Free State yesterday. 

Tho Chief Justice had not, it was learned, 
been asked to act on the Judicial Committee, 
nor would he have acted even had the in- 
vitation reached. him. The attitude of the 
Government in the matter is, I am informed, 
that it will not be bound by any decision 
at which the Judicial Committee may arrive. 

There seems now to be no reason to doubt 
that the Free State Government is anxious 
that the Boundary Commission shall operate 
without further delay. Any suggestion of 
oe delay is not likely to meet with ap- 
proval. 

Signs of restiveness are being shown by Mr. 
McGrath's party, which evidently is dis- 
satisfied that the negotiations should have 
been prolonged to the present stage. Mr. 
Milroy, who is a member of the party, has 
given notice that he will move the following 
motion next week :— 

‘That Dail Eireann expresses its disgatis- 
faction with the course pursued in dealing 
with Article 12 of the Treaty, and calls upon 
the Executive Council to cease participating 
in any further negotiations regarding the 
matter pending the setting up of the Boun- 
dary Commission; and further calls upon the 
rxecutive Council to fix the limit of time in 
which it will assent to the constituting of 
the Commission.”’ 

The probability is that the motion will not 
go to a division. In any event it is unlikely 
that it will receive the approval of a majority 
of the House.

He thought 
that he was a gentleman, until .he (Mr. 
Hunter) heard that, when a deputation from 
the Church went to see him, he said :—‘!

Mr. William Macafee, J.P., said that this 
was a lavman’s question, and the layman 
should see that at the next election they 
sent men to Parliament who would carry the 
amendment that they wanted.

The Rev. Dr. Bingham, who next spoke, 
said that he dissociated himself from some of 
the remarks made there with reference to 
Sir Robert Lynn and Lord Londonderry. He 
had had dealings with them, and he desired 
to speak of them as gentlemen, and he would 
always do so. 

The motion was withdrawn, and the amend- 
ment proposed by the Rev. Dr. Macmillan 
was passed as a substantive motion, with the 
amendment proposed by the Rev. J. L. 
Donagh. 

It was agreed that the Rev. William 
Corkey should. undertake the preparation of 
the report and resolutions; also any ex:

tion. 

The Moderator said that he desired to say 
that the idea had been spread that that was 
a question of the clergy holding on to a little 
power. He might state that there was noth- 
ing of the kind behind their action. They 
were pleased to recognise the splendid way, 
in which Dr. Morrison had s up on the 
subject in Parliament.

THE ARMY INQUIRY. 


STATEMENT BEFORE SUMMER 


RECESS. 


The Speaker took the chair at 12.10. 

President Cosgrave, in reply to Mt. Richard 
Mulcahy, said he hoped to be in a: position 
to make a statement on the result of the 
Army Inquiry when the Dail reassembled 
after the Whitsuntide recess. 

_ Mr. Mulcahy asked the President to take 
into consideration’ when dealing with the 
matter that it would be necessary to have 
the report before the House before the summer 
holidays began, so that the members who 
might have reason to do so could ask for 
the publication of the evidence ‘given before 
the Committee. . ; ' af 

President Cosgrave said that he anticipated 
that the matter would be finally dealt with 
before the summer recess; Regarding the 
publication of the evidence, he had had some 
interim reports, but he had not had. time to 
read them, and so did not know the. nature 
of the evidence submitted. 

Mr. Mulcahy said he only asked the Pre- 
sident to take into consideration the fact that 
members of the House might wish to press 
for the publication of the evidence. 

President Cosgrave said he had made a 
note of the point raised. He hoped to be able 
to deal with “he matter shortly after the 
Whitsuntide recess. 


A POINT. OF LAW... 


Mr. Thomas Johnson asked: President Cos- 
rave whether his attention had been called to 
she recent decision in the Court of Appeal ‘in 
the cases of Rex (Corcoran) v. Clinton and 
Rex (O'Connell) v. Military Governor of 
Hare, Park Internment Camp, and. whether 
he proposed to introduce legislation to amend 
Article 50 of the Constitution in accordance 
with the intention of the Constituent <As- 
sembly, or to take any other steps to remedy 

e present situation. 

President Cosgrave replied that his atten- 
tion had been called to the cases mentioned. 
As regarded the second part, the late Court 
of Appeal was not competent to define the 
mterpretation of the Constitution. The late 
Attorney-General on behalf of the Govern- 
ment refused to submit the question as to 
whether the Public Safety Act was constitu- 
tional or otherwise, and, though pressed by 
the Court, refused to adopt the view that the 
Public Safety Act amended the Constitution, 
though not purporting to do so expressly. The 
late Attomney-Ceaete advised the Govern- 
ment that the Constitution could not be 

amended incidentally, but that any amend- 
ment by legislation must be by legislation 
directed expressly to that purpose. 

Certain of the judges of the late Court 
of Appeal were reluctant to recognise the 
position of Dail Eireann as a Constituent As- 
sembly, pressed upon the late Attorney- 
General to argue that the Constitution was 
itself an ordinary statute, and was subject 
to amendment like an ordinary statute. The 
late Attorney-General, in open court, un- 
equivocally declined to argue this point of 
view, or submit any contention founded upon 
it, 


NAMES IN. IRISH. 


In reply to Mr. P. Hogan. (Clare), Mr, 
Kevin O’Higgins, Minister for Justice, stated 
that there had been no arrests of the at- 
tendants on strike at Letterkenny Asylum 
because of their refusal to give their names in 
English. 


A GENEVA CONVENTION. 


Mr. Johnson asked the Minister for Exter- 
nal Affairs whether any Pleripotentiary was 
appointed by the Government to represent the 
Saorstat at the second General Conference on 
Communications and Transit of the League of 
Nations at Geneva in November-December, 
1925; whether Sir H. Llewellyn Smith, who 
signed the Convention adopted by that Con- 
ference, dated 9th December, 1923, as Pleni- 
potentiary for “the British Empire,” was 
acthorised by the Government of the Saorstat 
to sign oh their behalf; whether the Minister 
proposed to ask the Oireachtas to approve of 
the ratification of that Convention, and 
whether he would communicate with the 
British Government and the Governments of 
the Dominions with a view to the adoption 
of a more specific designation than ‘“ British 
Empire’’ to indicate the States which ap- 

ointed and instructed Plenipotentiaries to 
international conferences and authorised them 
to sign international agreements? 

Mr. Desmond FitzGerald replied that Mr. 
MacWhite, representative of the Saorstat at 
the League of Nations, was appointed to act 
as the sole representative of the Free State 
at the Conference, The question of authoris- 
ing the representative of another country to 
act on behalf of Saorstat Eireann did not 
arise. The description ‘‘ British Empire’ 
used by the British signatory to League 
Conventions was presumably intended to in- 
clude: British territories other than the 
Dominions. The British signatory only signed 
for a Dominion when specifically authorised 
to do so, and a formal declaration of the 
authorisation had to be made at the time of 
signing. The present Convention remained 
open for signing until the 31st October. The 
detailed examination of the articles by the 
departments of the Governments concerned 
wes not yet completed. The Conventions 
would not be ratified without the approval of 
the Oireachtas. 


A CUSTOMS DIFFICULTY. 


Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, in reply 
to Mr. McGoldrick, said that full considera- 
tion had been given to the difficulties which 
might arise in the passage of duty-paid goods 
from one part of Saorstat territory to another 
through Northern Ieland, and to prevent de- 
lay and restrictions in regard to such goods 
consigned, for example, from Dublin to places 
in Donegal through Northern Ireland, the 
Revenue Commissioners had approved special 
arrangements, of which full particulars might 
be obtained from the Commissioners or from 
any officer of Customs and Excise.

“INCOME TAX METHODS.

_ The bill to amend Dail Eireann Courts (Wind- 
ing-up) Act, in order to provide for adjudica- 
tion on cases outstanding from the business 
of the Land Settlement Court, was given 
second reading. 


RAILWAYS BILL. 

The report stage of the Railways Bill was 
then taken. 

A new sub-section following Sub-Section 2 
of Section 30 was agreed to as follows :— 
‘The amalgamated company shall if required 
by any person interested use all proper en- 
deavours to provide a reasonable system of 
through bookings, with through rates, fares, 
and facilities by all reasonable routes.”’ 

On Section 31, which deals with the charges 
of non-amalgamated companies, an amend- 
ment by Mr.. Duggan was agreed to which 
causes existing rates and fares to “remain in 
force as maximum charges unless and until 
altered in accordance with this section.” This. 
Mr. M‘Gilligan pointed out, would enable non- 
amalgamated companies to reduce their 
charges. 

The amendment was carried. 

Mr. Duggan moved a Government amend- 
ment that appointment to the clerical staffs, 
technical grades, should be by competitive 
examination, and that in special circum- 
stanres a proportion of varancies approved 
by the Ministry might be limited to persons 
in the employment of the amalgamated com- 
pany or children of such persons. 

Mr. Davin said that he regretted that the 
provision did not extend to the non- 
amalgamated companies. 

The amendment was passed. 

Mr. P. S. Doyle moved the insertion of a 
new section making it compulsory on the 
amalgamated company, within one year from 
January 1, 1925, to prepare for discussion 
with the trade unions a scheme for providin 
on a contributory basis a superannuation fun 
for such of the employés of the company as 
would, with due regard to actuarial considera- 
tions, be provided for out of such a fund. 

The section was approved. 

Mr. Johnson moved that railway employés 
of one year's standing, instead of five as in 
the bill, be brought into the operation of the 
measure. | 

A division was challenged, and the amend- 
ment was rejected by 46 votes to 14, 

Several drafting amendments moved for the 
paren by Mr, E. Duggan were agreed 


A number of amendments to the third 
schedule, moved by members of the Labour 
Party, were resisted by the Minister in charge 
of the bill. Divisions being taken on each of 
these, the report stage of the bill had not 
been concluded at 4 o'clock, at which hour, 
under the Standing Orders. the motion for 
adiournment of the House fell to be made. 

The further consideration of the bill on 
report was adjourned till Wednesday, to which 
day the Dail adjourned its sitting. Dail 
will meet at 3 o’clock on that day.

: LAWN TENNIS. 


THREE DAVIS CUP 
TIES. 


By F. GORDON LOWE. 


Of the three Davis Cup ties which. were 
finished last week, the greatest credit 
perhaps, is due to India for their defeat of 

olland. The latter country had. the great 
advantage of playing on their own courts. 
Sleem and Jacob were both at their best, 
and each in turn beat Van Lennep and 
Timmer. The Indian captain gave a 
masterly display of accurate plating and 
lobbing against Timmer, the best of the 
Dutchmen, and he apparently found the form 
which enabled him to beat the late Laurentz 
in Paris in 1921. Jacob had to work a good 
deal, harder to win both of his matches. 
Hadi and he are a new combination as a 
pair, and did well to take Van Lennep 
and Timmer to the full five sets before sur- 
rendering. 

An unusual. incident occurred just before 
the match. Sleem had nominated A. A. 
Fyzee to play as second string in the 
Singles. His name was ‘printed on the pro- 
gramme and duly given to the executiye for 
their convenience two: hours: bfora the start 
of the ‘match. Fyzee had changed and was 
oing on to the court when Sleem suddenly 
had an inspiration that it would be better to 
play Jacob. So Fyzee had to change back 
a Jacob prepared himself for the fray. 
This procedure was quite in order, although 
irreguiar, and was probably the cause of 
Jacob’s uncertain start. 

The Indians, who would have preferred to 
lay their next match against France ip 
ngland, have agreed to play it on the hard 
courts in Paris, and proceed there shortly. 
They will then be strengthened by. that fine 
doubles player, A. yzee, and there is 
no’ doubt they have an outside chance. of 
success. 

Spain was distinctly unlucky to have to play 
us on such a wet cour: at. Edgbaston, and, 
noteworthy as our victory was, it would have 
been more satisfactory :’ the conditions had 
been normal. It was very hard on that creat 
player, M. Alonso, shat he should nay to 
play his first: matches on grass after his re- 
turn from America, under such depressing 
conditions.. He has considerably strengthened 
his game and moral in the States, under 
the. guidance of Tilden. . His backhand ,3s 
now as certain as the forehand, and his play 
all round is more controlled. He is quicker 
about a court than Washer, and the general 
Opinion is that he is the finer player. Our 
men were up against a stiffer proposition than 
when they played Belgiam at Torquay. 
Alonso’s play has become yery Americanised. 
He now crouches at tlie ball, and lets fly at 
at it in true American fashion. Gilbert, as 
he did against Washer, put up another splen- 
did fight against the Spaniard; indeed, it 
was one of the best seen in a Davis Cup 
contest. It was again left to Gilbert to 
clinch matters in the last match. This he 
did in no uncertain fashion against J. Alonso, 
who is not quite up to Davis Cup form. 

Wheatley is developing his modern game 
along the right lines, and his match against 
Alonso was the best that he has yet played. 
He was unlucky to lose the second set, after 
leading 5-2 and 40-love, but this is an old 
fault of his which should be overcome. 
Almost the same thing happened to him in 
his match with Boyotra recently at the 
Drive Club. Wheatley defeated Flaquer 
with more to spare than he did in 
a similar match last year at Manchester, 
but the Flaquer of Edgbaston was not up to 
his form of last season. He was affected by 
the conditions when in reality the wet surface 
should just have suited his cuts, stop-volleys 
and fine service. 

No other nation in the European section 
ean boast of as sound a doubles pair as 
we can. The combination of Godfree and 
Max Woosnam is of long standing, and has 
almost been responsible for the winning of 
both our recent Davis Sup ties. Alonso and 
Flaquer have never been happy together as a 
pair. The former is too much of an in- 
dividualist to suit the latter. Flaquer, as he 
showed at Wimbledon last year, combines 
better with De Gomar, who, unfortunately, 
will not be seen on court this year owing 
to illness. At Edgbaston Woosnam was lucky 
in finding Godfree at his best. The former 
was not géine the ball as he can. — This 
was probably due to his having come straight 
from the Winnington Hall tournament, The 
class of lawn tennis that he would get there 
would not be a fit training íor a Davis Cup 
match, least of all the intensive play of the’ 
Spaniards. At the same time Max Woosnam, 
in singles or doubles, is as useful a player as 
we have. Like J. C. Parke before him, his 
football experience stands him in good stead 
at jawn tennis. He is the fleetest Finglishman 
about a court. 

The two Alonsos said that they were much 
impressed with the rapid improvement in our 
play as a nation which has taken place during 
their two years’ absence in the States. In 
spite of all that has been written to the con- 
trary, I do see distinct signs that we are ad- 
vancing. Our present Davis Cup team are 
holding their own. They are all men who 
have made their mark quite recently, and 
were unknown at the end of the war. They 
possess all modern equipment of strokes for 
the game as opposed to the old base-line 
pn A In addition we have plenty of other 
young’ players coming on. such as Hillyard, 
Greig, ingsley, Higgs, Eames and Lyster, 
to say nothing of the younger ones still— 
Austin, Latchford and Wheatcroft. 

France were too good all round for Ireland, 
who were badly in need of the services of 
Campbell. Lacoste was playing surprisingly 
well on the grass surface. He takes his tennis 
more seriously than any other French plaver. 
He beat McCrea with the loss of only a few 
games, but I fancy it would have been a 
closer match if anything had been depending 
on it. France had already won the rubber 
when it was played. Couiteas did well to 
beat McCrea on his own courts, especially 
after the [rishman had wen the first two sets. 
Dillon, who has just returned from India, 
also had a great match with Couiteas. and 
was very near victory in the fourth set. 

The question of surfaces for Davis Cup 
matches is becoming increasingly difficult, and 
other countries have often to suffer as Spain 
did at Edgbaston. I could not help sympathis- 
ing with them in their request that the 
match snould be played on the hard courts 
at Barcelona, They have previously 
played us on two occasions in England. They 
were also here in 1922, but we seratched to 
them. There is no doubt that any grass 
court on which a Davis Cup match is to be 
played should have the protection of a tar- 
aulin in the event of bad weather, as at 
Nimbledon and Scarborough. The time 
must soon come when a standard surface will 
be fixed for these matches, and every country 
can then start in on equal terms. Surely 
the recent spell of bad weather has gone a 
long way to prove that grass courts are not 
the ideal surface for England. 

I understand that the position of Tilden 
has been too strong for the originators of the 
ban on player-writers: Public cpinion has 
been overwhelmingly in favour of its being 
dropped, and the authorities have had to 
give in. ‘Tilden has received hundreds of 
letters from all over the States imploring him 
not to give up his articles: All this has 
had the effect of making him the most 
opular lawn tennis player in America. This 
ba not always been the case—quite unjustly, 
let me add—chiefly because of his natural 
mannerisms on court, which have been mis- 
taken for ‘‘ side.”’

HOME-CONSTRUCTED WIRELESS. 


A TWO VALVE, 


Previous articles of this series, describing 
and illustrating the construction of the Si 
54 two-valve circuit, capable of receiving all 
British Broadcasting Company’s stations and 
many foreign ones, and a two-valve, low 
frequency amplifier for use with almost any 
set, including a crystal, to operate a lJoud- 
speaker, appeared on page 9 of the Jrizh 
Ziumes of May 10, 17, 24, and 31.

methylated spirit. This prevents corrosion, 
which leads to all sorts of trouble later. 

The loops in the diagram indicate that the 
wires crossing each other are not joined. 
Keep all crossing wires at right-angles, and 
well spaced. The leads to the transiormers 
should run at the level of the terminals to 
which they are to be joined, and should be bent 
down above the screws to which they run on 
the panel. Bare wiring is far more efficient 
than covered, and there is no need to use the 
latter if care is taken to see that leads are 
well spaced. 

Check over the wiring, and, if found cor- 
rect, fit the panel into the case. 

OPERATION, 

Insert the valves in their. sockets. connect 
the low tension battery to the high tension 
terminals, and turn the rheostats. If the 
valves do not glow, everything is all right in 
the high and low tension circuits. 

Now connect the amplifier to the receiver, 
as shown in Figure 4—the H.T. plug from the 
receiver in the same socket as when it is used 
without the amplifier, the red plug from the 
latter in the battery.

It will be found that the H.T. to the ampli- 
fier must be increased, but in the majority of 
cases there is -less distortion and greater 
amplification. A power valve in the last 
socket will give much purer resulis. but is 
not absolutely essential. | 

USE WITH CRYSTAL SET. 

To use with a crystal set, connect the input 
terminals of the amplifier to the telephone 
terminals on the set, turn current into the 
valves. and tune the set in the usual wav. 

If there is a tendency for the set to oscil- 
late (valve set, of course) when the amplifier 
is heing used, try removing the .001 con- 
denser across the ‘transformer primary, When 
it is desired to use a number of telenhones 
connect them. as shown in Figure 4, with the 
loudsneaker to the first two terminals. When 
using the loudspeaker, tuning should he done 
on three valves with the telephones. the last 
valve then being switched in and the short- 
ing strap removed from the LS terminals, 


In the next issue the construction of a unit 
set for the man with a short purse will he 
described.

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GREAT FINISH FOR 
CHAMPIONSHIP. 
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M. O'NEILL RETAINS THE TITLE. 


Overnight anticipations of a close struggle 
between Moses O'Neill, Hugh M‘Neill and Fair- 
weather for the Irieh Professional Championship at 
Maione were in every respect justified by the re- 
sults, for in a thrilling battle over 36 holes with 
M. ©’Neill the Dun Laoghaire champion retained 
the title by the margin of two strokes, Fairweather 
and M‘Neill tieing for second place with 307. The 
champion was partnered in the new draw with 
M'Neill, agd it was realised that the Dublin man 
had a stiff task before him, for at the close of the 
second round M'‘Neill wae leading him by two 
strokes. But, as I said of O'Neill, he is a great 
fighter when ground has to be made up, and when 
they reached the turn yesterday morning he had an 
avgrage of fours, whereas his rival had taken 42 
Thereafter he played. with sublime confidence, and, 
thouch M‘Neill fought resolutely over the succeeding 
27 holes, he could not again get in front. Up to 
the thirteenth hole in the afternoon it was touch 
and go between the pair, for at that point O'Neill 
was leading by only one stroke, but he held on 
tenaciously to that one stroke, and, going all out 
at the eighteenth, which is a 5-hole of 440 yards, 
he was down in a magnificent 4 for 76, which gave 
him the Championship by two strokes. It was the 
finest thine I have seen O'Neill do, and 1 have 
watched him in all the important competitions in 
which he has played since he came into prominence 
in Trish golf. 

But while the interest was concentrated on 
O'Neill, M‘Neill and Fairweather in the morning, 
William Holley was playing remarkable golf with 
Dan Mahony as his partner, and a digression from 
the big affair is, in the circumstances, pardonable. 
Holley. was record-breaking, and doing so under the 
most dispiriting golfing conditions. Overnight the 
threatened rain came down in a steady, continuous 
aewualt and it was at it hard practically all the 
forenoon’ and well into the evening. The course, 
already heavy, thus became waterlogged, and fre- 
quently it was a case of lifting the sunken balls 
out of the siush and dropping them into playable 
lies. while the hollows in the greens held pools of 
water. But Holley revelled in his work. [rtving 
to the eighteenth he required only 4 for a 70, but 
he topped his brassey and topped his mashie. and 
required 6.
